ard Herwick upon Edward Keyes, on 
trial before a jury on a charge ut 
murder. 
i he jury 
was selected 
yesterday. 
The quickness with which 
it 
was 
selected came as a surprise, for it wa- 
thought that Attorney Ingle Carpen­ 
ter for tile defense would use m ore OI 
his challenges than he did use. 
When court convened this morning. 
a crowd had 
assembled. 
Deputies 
were on hand as yesterday to see that 
no attem pt was made to harm Keyes. 
Ju st before court adjourned, Stierin 
Jackson instructed those in the court 
room to remain seated until after he 
and his deputies iii charge of Keyes 
had passed down the aisle and out ct 
the courtroom. 
As yesterday, Keyes slouched down 
in his chair, with the appearance of 
extreme drowsiness. 
Yesterday Dis 
trict Attorney West asked each juror 
the question: "Have you any conscien­ 
tious scruples against the infliction of 
the death p e n a l t y . A s that question 
was asked, almost invariably Keyes 
opened Iii; eyes with a keenness that 
indicated that lie was merely feigning 
stupidity and lack ot interest in his 
own trial for life. 
Father Testifies 
’I he first witness called this morning 
wa? J. I*', llerwick of Santa Ana. father 
of the boy who was beheaded on the 
night of December 7, whose body was 
found in a drainage ditch and whose 
head was fixated, after Keyes' con­ 
fession, under a bridge near the end 
of South Main street. 
Tho father 
has 
never 
ceased to 
grieve o \e r the loss of his little boy, 
who lived with him and who was de­ 
scribed Over and over again by B er­ 
wick as "the best friend lie had on 
earth." 
His testimony, however, was 
given With composure. 
He told how 
the 
boy 
was 
dressed, 
how 
they 
"bached ’ together, how on the morn­ 
ing of December 7 he went to the ( o i­ 
lier of Fourth and Main streets to sell 
his papers. 
"He didn't come home that night, 
said Herwick. 
It was not until the 
next afternoon that lie identified the 
body as that of Ins son. 
A sc ar upon 
the hoy's hand was the 
most 
eon 
vincing proof of the identity until the 
head w as recovered. 
K oepsd showed Herwick a badge, 
buttons cud a buckle, made grey by 
the heat d' tire. 
Later evidence will 
sfiow that these articles were found 
in Keyes' stove at his place near New­ 
port Beach 
Herwick .caid that his boy wore a 
badge of the Los Angeles Express. He 
Ipui a bucku' on his belt, the only 
buckle of the kind Herwick had ever 
seen. When lit bought his boy his last 
suit of clothes an extra pair of trous­ 
ers came wit!, it, and that extra pair 
was produced n court 
The trousers 
the boy wore oi the day lie disappeared 
were exactly t »** same as those pro­ 
duced iii court 
the buttons found in 
the stove were >7 the same kind as 
those on the t r o u t s in court. 
Finds the Body 
Edward Lee of Villa Dark d* tailed 
to the jury tin* discovery of the body 
in tile muddy stream of the Delhi 
Drainage ditch about half 
a 
mile 
south of the Newport boulevard. Lee 
had been hunting when he saw the 
body. 
Ile wont down the steep bank, 
ann reached out with a board to see lf 
lie could determine whether or not it 
were true that there was no head upon 
the body, aa seemed to be the ease. 
He merely tom bed tile left shoulder, 
and fearing that he might dislodge the 
liody he desisted. 
it is expected that Attorney C ar­ 
penter will attempt to make the most 
ol the fact that the body of the boy was 
removed from the- deep ditch, tweu 
ty feet deep, with difficulty, and the 
fact that Lee touched the body with 
a stick may be used by the attorney in 
an effort to lay bruises found on the 
left arm and shoulder to that act.

TAKE OVER EXPRESS 
I 
COMPANIES 


There is talk'of the government tak­ 
ing 
over 
the 
express 
companies. 
Some of the 
companies 
themselves 
are said to favor it. 
They have not 
been making their customary profits 
lately, and foresee important benefits 
from government control, W'hile their 
lot may become harder if they con­ 
tinue operating indei>endently. 
It is argued that it would be a per­ 
fectly natural thing to join 
the 
ex­ 
press companies up with the federal 
railroad system. 
There is no doubt 


about that. 
„ . 
The separate existence of express 
companies has always 
been 
an 
an­ 
omaly in American business. 
They 
have never fulfilled any function that 
the railroads themselves 
could 
not 
t have taken care of equally well, and 
periiaps at smaller cost. 
They have 
been a sort of 
excrescence 
on 
our 
transportation system. 
They 
owned 
no railroad lines. 
They had to pay 
railroads to haul the goods they hand­ 
led. 
They did not even have many 
cars. 
Their property has always* con­ 
sisted mostly of 
officers 
and -“ good 
will.” 
They have been a capitalized mon­ 
opoly, existing by grace of the railroads 
and the government. For years they 
capitalized their .monopoly too high, 
and charged too much for their ser­ 
vices. until the government was forced 
to step In, abolish their monopoly by 
introducing parcel post competition, 
and regulate their rates and methods. 
If the government is to continua in 
charge of the railroads for any con­ 
siderable time, it might as well take 
over the express companies. 
Their 
merging with the railroads sooner or 
later is inevitable. 
If the government 
comes to own tile railroads, as it may 
one of these days, the express com­ 
panies will probably vanish immedi­ 
ately. 
Only their functions will sur­ 
vive, as part of the public transporta­ 
tion service.
